McDowell has been one of 
the NSL’s top players since 
joining Footscray J:U.S:T. 
last year. He‘s so good that 
national coach Frank Arok 
hopes to inchide him in the 
national squad as soon as 
McDowell is eligtbte, 

“Juventus definitely is 

{ talking about buying him, 
which would be great for our 
club,”’ Ward said: 

And Ward himself dis- 
counted rumors that he’ll be 
going back to Makedonia. 

“I signed a two-year 
contract with Juventus early 
this year, and the club’s been 
very good to me. What’s 
more ven couldn't hope to 
Play alongside better guys 
than Brian Brown, Robbie 
Cullen, Joe Sweeney, Eddie 
Campbell and the others,” 
Ward said. 

“There was talk early this 
year that Makedonia wanted 
me back and was willing to 
swap me for Gary Cole. Our 
team manager, Joe Caruso 
said, sure we'll doit, provid- 
ing we get Cole as well as 
$12,000."” 


Ward has shown enormous 
courage over the years, in 
fighting back after twice 
breaking his left leg, and 
once fracturing his right leg. 

Still he remains one of the 
most dangerous strikers in 
the NSL. 

In fatt, had he not been in- 
jured last year with 10 

ames to go, he may have 
inished ahead of Hellas’s 
Doug Brown, Ward's former 
Makedonia team-mate, as 
the NSL’s top scorer. At the 
time he was injured, Ward 
and Claude Lucchesi of 
Makedonia, each had 10 
goals. Brown finished with 
16, and Lucchesi, after losing 
his attacking partner, scored 
only one more as Makedonia 
squandered a six-point lead 
to finish third. Before that 
Makedonia had lost only two 
of 30 successive matches 
under coach Peter Ollerton. 

Ward left Makedonia early 
this year after being offered 
a two-year contract by Ju- 
ventus which, in his words, 
made Makedonia's terms 
“Jook stupid’'. His transfer 
fee was $10,500. 

And he sees a rosy tuture 
for his new club. 

“Just the other day, they 
collected $85,000 from sup- 
porters for their new ground 
and club rooms,’’ Ward said. 

“We've got the best 
team manager in the league 
— Joe Caruso — and the best 
coach in John Margaritis. 
There's no-one better than 
Caruso when it comes to 
looking after players, and at 
the moment he’s organising 
a trip to Bali for us with the 
club paying half the fares. 

“As for Margaritis, he’s 


the most knowledgeable

coach I’ve met in Australia, 
barring none. He’s just in a 
different class. 

“Against Marconi, we had 
four reserve players in the 
team, and goalkeeper 
George Martin playing his 
first match. John had me 
playing in midfield, and we 
beat Marconi 1-0, even 
though Marconi had ‘all their 
Stars out — Sharne, Janko- 
vics, Loew, Henderson and 
the rest. After the game I 
shook hands with John and 
said: ‘Brilliant’. He had put 
his game plan on paper and 
it worked brilliantly. We had 
two fast guys up front — 
Cullen and Zinni — to pester 
the pants off Henderson and 
his defenders, with me sup- 
Porting, and he organised the 
defence so that Marconi was 
cut right out of the game.” 

But Ward nevertheless 
retains a love for Make- 
donia, 

“I think the reason Make- 
donia didn’t do too welt this 
year is that the new players 
there aren’t in love with the 
club the way George McMil- 
lan, Gordon Flavell and 
Ljube Petroyski are, and the 
wya Robbie Cullen and I we- 
re.”” 

Ward comes from Eng- 
land, where he left school to 
play for Crewe Alexander as 
an apprenticé. ‘‘I was in 
digs, 300 miles from home, 
and 1 was a bit of a lonely 
boy, really, but I enjoyed it. 
Harry Gregg, the one-time 
Manchester United goalkee- 
per, was the manager there 
at the time, and he gave me 
my first professional con- 
tract, at 18. Crewe’s average 
attendance then was about 
2500, but to me it was like 
Playing in front of millions.’’ 

Ward spent two years at 
Crewe, and then switched to 
Orient whose players in- 
Icuded Laurie Cunningham 
(later Real Madrid), John 
Chidoze and goalkeeper John 
Jackson. Ward scored 
frequently in the reserves, 
but got only three senior 
games before heading off to 
Canada to play in the North 
American Soccer League 
(NASL) with Vancouver 
Whitecaps, in 1976 and 1977. 

“I was on the left wing 
initially, but then, when they 
brought out top English 


players like Kevin Hector 
and Alan Hinton, it was hard 
to hold a place in the senior 
team, so I went back to Eng- 
land where I had a cartilage 
operation and then played 
for Dunstable Town in the 
Southern League, where 1 
finished as top scorer.’’ 

It was the late Jim Cook, 
“Soccer Action's’’ former 
European correspondent, 
who organised Ward's move 
to Makedonia in 1979. 

“T thought, OK, I'll pack 
my shorts and T-shirt and 
enjoy life Down Under. I fell 
into the same trap as most 
other players, putting on half 
a stone in the first few 
months, and enjoying the life 
without taking soccer as se- 
riously as I should have. 
That was to change in the 
National League. 

“I remember my first 
game. George McMillan was 
centre forward, Robbie 
Cullen was on the right wing, 
and [ came on as a substitn- 
te. It was against Hakoah, 
the score was 1-) at the time, 
and I managed to score a 
couple, to help us win 4-2. 
From then on, I had terrific 
Support from the Makedonia 
fans. 

“Makedonia was a me- 
diocre State League side 
when I joined. It went on to 
win the State League 
championship, build its plush 
social club, and come so 
close to winning the NSL 
title.” 

In his. first two seasons 
with Makedonia, Ward 
scored 58 league and Cup 
goals. 

His first leg-break oc- 
curred against Croatia in 
1980, in a collision with Ante 
Bilaver. A loud ‘‘snap’’ 
echoed through the stadium. 
After Makedonia was admit- 
ted to the NSL in 1981, Ward 
spent the first 12 games 
Watching from the sideline, 
then played in six until he 
breke the same leg again ina 
clash with Joe Picloane of 
J.U.S.T. 

In 1982, he scored 10 goals 
— one less than Doug Brown 
who was the club’s top 
scorer that year — and in 
1983, with 10 matches to go, 
he fractured a bone in his 
right leg, in a game against 
West Adelaide

Brown's rapid fire effort against Melbourne 
Croatia last Sunday earned him a two-goal lead 
over Kosmina, who was prevented from adding to 
his season’s tally by the agility and reflexes of 
Sydney Olympic goalkeeper Gary Meier at St. 
George Stadium last weekend. 

Brown and Kosmina entered the National League finals 
locked together on 20 goals. Brown put Hellas into the National 
Conference grand final by scoring twice within a minute during 
extra time against Croatia but Hakosh found Olympic a much 
tougher proposition and edged ahead of its arch rival only 
during a dramatic penalty showdown last Sunday. So Hakoah 
now is in the Australian Conference grand final. 


The preliminary final in Melbourne tonight Wednes- 
day) between Melbourne Croatia and Heidelberg at 
Olympic Park at 7.30 pm could see Heidelberg bow out of 
the finals race. 


In spite of the action-packed major semi-final between 
Hellas and Croatia last weekend which is bound to have 
taken a lot out of the Croatia players, the club has a good 
record against Heidelberg this year and former player- 
coach Tommy Cumming is chock-full of confidence, decl- 
aring that Croatia not only can beat Heidelberg but can 
go on to defeat Hellas in the grand final at Olympic Park 
this Sunday. 


Sydney Olympic squares up to APIA tonight (Wednes- 
day) at St. George Stadium at 7.30 pm in the Australian 
Conference preliminary final and a huge crowd is ex- 
pected for what should be a highlight of the finals series. 


Olympic has figured in two thrillers during the finals. 
It emerged triumphant after an exhilarating period otf 
extra time against Marconi last Wednesday night and last 
Sunday it blew a great chance to knock off mighty Ha- 
koah. 

Joe Watson, Hakoahs will o’ the wisp winger, reckons 
that APIA can win this one and grab a grand final spot. 

About 5,000 Greeks in Sydney disagree and Olympic, 
powered by Peter Katholos, Peter Raskopoulos, Jim Pti- 
kas, Nick Theordorakpoulos, Chris Kalantzis and Mark 
Koussas, should pip APIA tonight and set up a fitting 
climax to the Australian Conference finals series by 
having another crack at Hakoah in Sunday’s grand final 
at St George Stadium.

HAKOAH GETS FARINA 


A contact made two years ago realised a 
handsome dividend for Sydney Hakoah when 
flying Socceroo winger Frank Farina agreed 
to join Hakoah from Canberra Arrows. 


Farina’s paralysing speed won him accolades in this season’s World 
Series against top international opponents. 

In spite of that, Farina has not commanded a regular place in the 
Arrows side over recent weeks since Overcoming a hamstring injury. 

Hakoah coach Eddie Thomson sald: “Frank was at the Australian In- 
stitute of Sport two years ago when | moved heaven and earth to sign 
him without success. 

**l recently received a call from him asking if the previous offer 
still stood and I couldn't confirm It quickly enough. 

“This lad has tons of potential and wilt improve by playing alongside 
John Kosmina and the rest of our squad.” 

Farina was the centre of a big storm at the start of the year when 
North Queensland club Mareeba United claimed a $20,000 transfer fee 
for his services. 

The deal uktimately went through at $8,000 but Farina wrote into his 
Canberra contract that he could leave for the same figure. 

In Canberra, Arrows coach Doug Collins said: “Nobody likes losing an 
exciting player of Frank's calibre but he had the right to be released. 

“Our plan is to persevere with Allan Reis, Hilton Phillips and 
Marko Perinovic in attack with outstanding Manis Lamond from 
Papua New Guinea backing them up." 

Farina left last Friday with the Australian team in defence of the Mer- 
lion Cup in Singapore. 

He also is in the national squad that leaves for China and Europe on

And for Melbourne Croatia, 
things may be even better in 
1983. *‘Although Jozo Antolovic 
looks like going home to join 
Osijek, we might be getting 
Nikica Cukrov, the inter- 
national player from Hajduk 
Split,'"’ Gojevic says. 

Gojevic, 19, started the 
season brilliantly, benefiting 
from the advice of coach Terry 
Hennessy who subsequently 
returned to Canada. 

“Terry used to take me 
aside and have a go at me over 
things I wasn’t doing right. He 
said I had to realise when to 
shoot, that I tended to pass the 
ball in the box rather than take 
the initiative myself. He also 
taught me how to defend in 
midfield," Gojevic says. 

But his junior career 
couldn’t have been more im- 
pressive. 


In the Croatia under 13 team 
that featured also Danny Dezic 
and George Radman who now 
plays for St Albans Dinamo, 
Gojevic scored the amazing 
total of 103 league and Cup 
goals in one season. 

Croatia won every game that 
year, and in a 2)-0 victory, Go- 
jevic notched 14 goals. Playing 
for his regional selection 
against Ballarat region, he 
scored 17 in a 28-0 victory- 

He represented Victoria 
from under 13 to under 16 
levels and was in the Victorian 
under 16 team that won six 
games in six days on a tour of 
New Zealand, John Campelj of 
George Cross and Andrew 


Zinni of Juventus also were on 
that tour. 

Twice he was top scorer in 
the national junior 
championships — at under 14 
level, when Victoria won the 
title in Whyalla, and at under 
15 level when Victoria ran 
second to NSW. 

He’s a little disappointed not 
to have been given more of a 
chance in the national squad. 
Coach Frank Arok had him in 
the initial training squad for 
the mid-year international se- 
ries, but he was dropped later. 

As for Croatia, he concedes 
that “player power” caused a 
slump in the team’s perform- 
ances. 

“Some players were trying 
to influence team selection, 
which is wrong, in my opinion. 
That rubbed off on other play- 
ers, who weren't happy. The 
discipline went, and that 
carried over onto the pitch. 
Now, however, it’s all been 
cleared up and we’re firing 
again." 

Gojevic has been playing at 
left midfield and in attack, but 
would love to have a crack at 
central midfield. 

‘‘] probably am not physical 
enough to play as striker at the 
moment, but I like it on the 
left, providing I get fed with 
the ball. I like to release it and 
go again for the one-two. I’m 
different to Josip Biskic who 
plays on the right. He likes to 
take men on and bamboozle 
them with his skill. He’s in- 
credible — definitely our top 
player this year.” 

Gojevic intends to work 
hard at increasing his speed 
and shooting power. 

Ironically, Gojevic didn’t 
play soccer at school. 

Instead he was full forward 
in the Doncaster East team 
that won the Victorian High 
Schools championship. “‘I 
scored an average of three a 
game. I had the height, so I 
just had to stick up my hands. 
It was good fun.”

From there he moved to Malbourna-Hugaria, where he finished. as top 
scorer in 1970, on a forward kine that included his former Sunshine team 
mate Ray Pocock, and also the elegant Steve Blaskany. 

Rogers was picked to represent Victoria, and the moved ta Sydney to 
play at first for Auburn, and then for APIA where his fellow striker was 


Peter Olferton. 


He played against Pele and Santos in the green and gold in 1972, and 
later joined South Melbourne Hellas where hs excolied in midfield. 

He was called up for Austrafia‘s Wortd Cup matches in 1987 and had 
the misfortune of playing in the team that was eliminated by Naw Zea- 
Jand. It was in 7983 that he switched to Juventus, and accompanied 


the club into the NSL.

Croatia shook off its 
recent problems and 
produced a com- 
mendable team effort, 
fighting back to win 
after falling behind to 
Mike Petersen’s header 
in only the first minute, 
while Heidelberg lost its 
composure and relied 
much too heavily on 
long balls intended for 
Steve Winn. 


“We've been renowned for our 
team unity, but that wasn’t there 
as much against Croatia,” said 
Heidelberg captain Theo Selemi- 
dis. 

“We had much more confidence 
in earlier games, but after we fell 
behind, our confidence dropped 
and we seemed to panic. There 
was too much desperation in our 
game. A lot of us seemed to use 
only the long ball, yet we should 
have been more patient and built 
up the game more steadily. 

“We weren't using each other 
enough — and that applies 
throughout the team, frem 
defence, through midfield to the 
forwards. 

“However, I think we've got a 
terrific young squad, and a big 
future and we can only get strong- 
er. At the start of the year no-one 
expected us to. do well, yet we sur- 
passed everyone's expectations in 
finishing second on the ladder.”’ 

Croatia midfielder Steve Gojev- 
ic said plans for the victory were 
Jaid down well in advance of the 
match. 

“We'd had a couple of indiffer- 
ent results, and there’s been that 
publicity about the alleged fac- 
tions pulling against each other in 
the team,” Gojevic said. 

“Our president, Joe Sigur, had

We could have won by more, -be- 
cause we hit the woodwork twice. 


“Steve Winn was a bit of a 
worry, because he’s scored six 
goals in three previous games 
against us.

“Also, Petersen's early goal set 
us back. It had been a problem 
with us that when we conceded an 
early goal, we'd struggle, but this 
time we rolled up our sleeves and 
got stuck in.

Les Scheinflug, the 
Marconi coach, was visibly 
upset by his team’s loss to 
Sydney Olympic. “Olym- 
pic scored its winning goal 
after an offside decision 
was not given against 
them. It was not a metre 
or two metres, it was -an 
easy five metre offside 
and the finesman kept his 
flag down,’ said Scheinf- 
lug at the post-match 
interview. 

Gary Phillips, Olympic’s 
midfielder, seemed to come 
out of nowhere to race towards 
goal in the 102nd minute. He 
was certainly metres past the 
Marconi backline when he re- 
ceived his pass ‘but it is ques- 
tionable that he was offside 
when a crossfield pass by Ras- 
kopoulos was played. 

He faced James and with no 
angle available for shooting, 
he cut his pass back for 
Koussas to score. In fact thé 
shot by Koussas appeared to 
be covered by Henderson but a 
divot caused the ball to 
“shoot’’ over Henderson’s foot 
and into the net. 

Phillips had a lot to smile 
about after the match. He 
completely outplayed Marco- 
ni’s Tommy McCulloch and 
was the outstanding player of 
the match. His equaliser for 
Olympic with 14 minutes left 
on the clock was taken under a 
lot of pressure. He was 
through on the right from yet 
another pass by Raskopoulos 
to face James and looked to be 
at a very acute angle but his 
shot slipped past the keeper 
and into the net. James, who 
saved a penalty by Mike Coady 


in extra time and made some ’. 


good pick-ups inside his own 
area, looked to have this shot 
covered but failed to collect.
